There are a lot of “remembers” 
in the Bible, and I want to talk 
to you today about some of them. 


Remember Thy Creator 

First of all, remember God. Re- 
member the Creator. That is the 
general term for the Trinity. That 
means to remember God the Fath- 
er, and remember God the Son, 
and the Holy Spirit, perhaps. It 
certainly means that everybody 
ought to be God-conscious. I pity 
people who live like brute beasts, 
who do not know there is a God. 
I feel sorry for people who eat 
food and do not look up to Say, 
“My God gave this, My heavenly 
Father gave this.” I feel sorry 
with an infinite compassion for 
poor, ignorant people who go 
through life as if there were no 
God, no hereafter, no Heaven, no 
Hell; as if they were no more 
than a hog or a cow. God have 
pity on people who do not remem- 
ber God. 

“Remember now thy Creator”’— 
that ought to be the easiest thing 
in the world for anybody. Here is 
a world. Somebody made it. I 
am here. Somebody made me. 
David exclaimed, by divine inspir- 
ation, “I am fearfully and won- 
derfully made.” Here is a body; 
here is a brain; here is a conscious- 
ness; here is a personality. All 
right, there is a God. Look out 
tonight through the curtain of the 
starry heavens and listen: they 
ery out to blind and deaf men 
that there is a God! “The heav- 


ens declare the glory of God; and 
the firmament sheweth his handi- 
day uttereth 
speech, and night unto night 
sheweth knowledge.” (Psa. 19:1-2).

butter.” You may say, “I wish 
sugac wasn’t rationed.” You may 


say, “I have trouble getting a good 
suit.” You may say, “I wish I 
had more money.” But of all the

that sentiment. I would not dis- 
count it. The sentiment was beau- 
tiful. The idea of the book is, 
“What would Jesus do under cer- 
tain circumstances? What would 
Jesus do if He were here just as 
I am?” 

I am speaking reverently to- 
night. Did you ever stop to think 
that you have problems to solve 
Jesus did not have to solve? Jesus 
was not a married man. Jesus 
was not a mother. Jesus did not 
live in Chicago. Jesus did not 
transact business in the complex 
business world in which you and 
I are living. Jesus Christ never 
traveled by automobile. Jesus 
Christ never went up in a plane. 
I am speaking reverently when 1 
say that you have problems He 
did not have to solve. So the big 
question is not what Jesus would 
do. The big question is this: “Do 
I possess Jesus and does Jesus 
possess me?” If I possess Him 
and He possess me, then under all 
circumstances in life I will do 
just what I ought to do. Every 
relationship will be right. I will 
be the right kind of father, the 
right kind of husband, the right 
kind of wife, the right kind of 
mother, the right kind of citizen, 
the right kind of employee, the 
right kind of man or woman. 
Every relationship will be right 
if I am under the control of Jesus 
Christ, 


Down in Alabama years ago 
I knew a man and a woman who 
had been married for fifty years. 
The man was unusually small and 
a blond. His wife was extremely 
large and a brunette. But that 
man and that woman actually 
looked alike. I used to look into 
his eyes and see an expression 
that made me think of the eyes 
of his wife. I used to look into 
her face and see features that 
reminded me of the face of her 
husband. For fifty years this 
man and this woman had gone 
life’s way‘ together. They had 
spent Christmas holidays together. 
They had been on picnics together. 
They had been up at the hour of 
midnight about the bedside of a 
sick child together. They had 
gone to the cemetery together to 
bury some of their children and 
had come back home to mingle 
their tears together, For fifty 
years their lives had been .so 
mixed and mingled and blended 
until she had in her life a part of 
the life of her husband, and he 
had in his life a part of the life 
of his wife. Hf two human beings 
may commune until they become

He looked 
from his dismal prison cell and 
said, “For me to live is Christ, 
and to die is gain.” Jesus Christ, 
seated at the right hand of the 
Father, is, to some extent at 
least, reproducing His life in the 
life of every consecrated, godly 
Christian man or woman. 


When Were You Converted? 


Do you remember when you 
were converted? Some of you 
know the time and the place. Let 
me stop just a minute to say that 
you do not have to know the time 
and place, but you had better be 
dead sure there was.a time and 
you had better be dead sure there 
Was a place. 

A man said to me not long ago, 
“I do not believe in instantaneous 
conversion.” ‘There is no other 
kind of conversion but instantan- 
eous conversion. You may not 
know when it happened, but if 
you are a Christian it did happen. 
You may not know just the sec- 
ond it took place, but if you area 
Christian there was a moment in 
your life when you stepped out 
of darkness into light and out of 
death into life. You may have 
gradually come up to the line, 
but there was a moment when 
you stepped over; and if you did 
not step over you are still a sin- 
ner; you are dead in trespasses 
and sin. You do not have to know 
just when you were saved, but 
you had better be dead sure you 
are saved.

If God can So transform 
in a second, what could not God 
do in a lifetime if given a chance. 

Listen, we read in the Bible 
that the hour of prayer had come. 
Peter and John started to the 
temple to pray. They had been 
through the most wonderful 
epochs in thé history of the world. 
They had gone through the lonely 
hours when Jesus hung on the 
cross. They had gone through 
the lonely days when His body 
was in the sepulcher. They had 
gone through’ the glorious mani- 
festation when He came out of 
the tomb. They had fellowship with 
Him this side of the grave. They 
had gone through that glorious 
experience when they saw Him 
Climb an invisible stairway back 
to the sky. They had gone through 
that glorious manifestation when 
cloven tongues of fire came down 
at Pentecost. 


Po You Keep Your Dates 
With God? 

Now there they were—these 
men going along at the hour of 
prayer on their way to a prayer 
meeting. Say, they had “kept a 
date with God. Do you keep your 
dates with God? You have a 
date with Him to read your Bible 
every day. Do you Keep it? You 
have a date with Him to meet 
Him in prayer in some place of 
fellowship. Do you meet Him? 
At prayer meeting every week 
you have a date with God. Have 
you been keeping it? 

The hour of prayer had come 
and Peter and John had started 
to the temple to pray. They said, 
“We have a date with God; it is 
time to go.” They got to the 
gate of the temple and found a 
poor, crippled man who had never 
He lifted his trembling 
hand and asked them for money. 
They said, “We do not have any 
money, but we have something 
better than money. We will fix 
you up so you can make some 
money.” That is the best charity 
in the world. One of them reach- 
ed out his hand,“ and the poor 
cripple got hold of it. He got on 
his feet and found he could stand 
alcne. Then he went on into the 
temple, leaping and bounding anda 
praising God, Are you surprised? 
Suppose you had never walked in 
your life. Suppose you had been 
mitting at the gateway of this 
building tonight, a poor, helpless 
cripple. Suppose other people 
had been walking by and you 
could not walk. Then suppose 
somebody helped you on your feet. 
Suppose somebody said, “Now you 
can walk.” Don’t you think you 
would have come into this building 
leaping and bounding and praising 

? 

Some of us remember when we 
made our first step heavenward. 
One day Jesus passed. His brow 
was pierced by many a thorn. He 
came by. We looked up at Him 
as He said, “‘Wouldn’t you like 
to walk.” 

We said, “We can’t walk. Every 
time we get up we fall down. We 
are poor, crippled people.” 

He said, “I will fix you so 
you can walk.” He reached out 
His nail-pierced hand. 

I got hold of that hand one 
day. That hand that made all 
worlds gripped my hand. He 
pulled me to my feet. Eternal life 
and victory swept through my 
soul, and I made my first step 
toward Heaven. I did not shout. 
You may think I. am excitable, 
but my pulse just beat sixty times 
a minute. I am very intense but 
not very excitable. I have never 
shouted in my life, but 1 wonder 
how a fellow could be a Christian 
and not shout. I have thought 
of it a thousand times. To stop 
and think what it means to walk 
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.to the preacher, 


the shining road with the Son of 
God to a cloudless sky is enough 
to make men shout! 

Men shout over everything 
else. In this Arena men have 
shouted. Games have been held 
here when men went wild with 
excitement. A man can make a 
safe run home on a baseball dia- 
mond and the crowd shouts over 
the victory, and nothing is said 
about it. On the street corner is 
a group of men. One of them 
tells a joke and they mingle their 
shouts of laughter, and there is 
nothing said about it. Some folks 
are in the country at a picnic. It 
is a day of rest and pleasure. 
Young folks stroll down through 
the forest. One of them plucks a 
beautiful flower near a rippling 
stream and sends up a shout of 
laughter. Nothing is said about 
it. A little child looks down the 
street and sees his daddy com- 
ing. He claps his hands with 
glee and shouts and says, “Daddy 
is coming!” And there is nothing 
said about it. 

But a wayward, ruined sinner 
with his back on Heaven and his 
face toward Hell, groping his way 
through the darkness of time to 
eternal night, feels about him in 
the gloom until he gets hold of 
the hand of Jesus. When he feels 
that touch he says, “Hallelujah! 
Glory to God!” 

And somebody says, “Don’t get 
excited, brother!” 

We applaud men when they 
come home, scarred from battle. 
We applaud men when they are 
elected to office. We applaud 
men when they win athletic con- 
tests. But the angels applaud 
men when they come to God. 
Over the battlements of Heaven 
right now the angels look down 
on this Arena. They say, “Yonder 
is a sinner. Don’t you hope he 
will come to Jesus? See that 
boy back yonder? His mother 
has been praying for him. . That 
Other fellow back there has a 
mighty good Christian wife. That 
girl over there has a good, sweet 
Christian mother. Wouldn't it be 
wonderful if she should come,” 
They listen over the battlements 
Then after a 
while the invitation is given, and 
some sinner starts down the aisle. 
The angels burst out saying, “Give 
him a hand! Give him a hand!” 
They lean over the battlements 
of the sky and applaud. It is 
wonderful to be a Christian. It 
is wonderful to keep step with

blood. She had tried all the doc- 
tors. She had been to the home- 
Opaths, the allopaths, the osteo- 
paths, the chiropractors and al] 
the rest of them. I imagine she 


Spent her time telling about her 
doctors and her operations, «She 
had tried all the doctors and had 
about given up. But one day 
somebody said, “There is one 
Doctor who can make _ you 


well if you can ever get in touch 
with Him. I have seen Him un- 
stop the deaf ears and make a 
man hear. I saw Him open blind 
eyes and make a man see. That 
Doctor chased leprosy away with 
His touch. That Doctor can cure 
the palsied. There are no hope- 
less cases when He is around. He 
Can actually raise the dead. When 
He goes around dead folks get 
up out of their coffins!” 

The woman said, “If He ever 
comes to my town I believe I 
will try Him.” 

One day somebody said to her, 
“Have you heard the latest? The 
Doctor is in town!” 

She said, “Is He really here?” 

“Yes, He is here.” 

“I believe I will see if I can 
get in touch with Him,” she said. 

I imagine she told her friends 
that she wanted to go. They 
said, “You had better stay away 
from all that excitement down 
there in that Arena. I woulda 
not have anything to do with it.”’ 

She said, “Well, I am in a bad 
fix anyhow. It can’t be much 
worse with me than it is, and 1 
think I will try it.” I think she 
got up and began to dress. In 
my imagination I can see her 
now. I think she might have been 
nervous, trembly and maybe a 
little irritable and serisitive. Aft- 


era while she said, “Gobdd bye, 


children. I am going downtown 
and see if I can do anything for 
myself.” 

She started down the street, 
stopping once in a while to lean 
on her cane. A little later she 
saw a great crowd. She said, 
“He is in that crowd somewhere. 
I don’t know how I will ever get 
to Him, but I am going to try.” 
And, listen! Nobody ever wanted 
to get ta Jesus but that there was 
a way to Him. You may have 
to sail bloody seas and scale the 
mountains and climb over walls 
and go through bayonets and fields 
sown with dragon’s teeth; but ii 
you want to get to Him you can. 

I see her as she approached the 
crowd and began to press her way 
tfrough. One person and then 
another let her by. I think 1 see 
her as she put her trembling hand 
on the shoulder of an old fellow 
and said, “Mister, won’t y@u let 
me by?” He was hard and 
coarse, but he looked at her in 
pity and said, “Yes, come on by. 

She came up to a little girl and 
said, “Honey, won’t you let me 
see if I can’t get to Him just to 
touch Him?” The little girl step- 
ped out of the way. 

After a while she got as. close 
as she could get—but that is as 
close as anybody has to get to 
Jesus, just as close as he can. 
She took her cane and put it in 
her other hand. I think I can 
see her as she trembled for just 
a moment and said, “I will see if 
I can reach Him.” She reached 
over and just touched His gar- 
ment with her fingertip and stood 


back sound and well! Do you 
suppose she ever forgot that 
touch? She is probably talking 


about it in Heaven tonight. She 
is no doubt telling the angels and 
the redeemed about it. 
Get Close to Jesus 

You can get closer to Jesus 
than to touch His garment. You 
can touch Him, Himself. Right 
in front of you tonight is a nail- 
pierced hand. If you want to 
you can reach up and get it. You 
can grip it and it will grip you. 
You can sing the song, ““Where 
He leads me I will follow.” You 
can say, “It may be over moun- 
tains and across plains, but I 
will go with Him all the way.” 

“Oh,” you say, “Bob Jones, 
that sounds good.” Well, Buddy, 
it is better than it sounds! No 
poet who ever wrote music could 
tell you how wonderful it is. 

“But,” you say, “I can't under- 
stand it.” You do not have to 
understand it. That is the beauty 
of it. When I came to Jesus 
Christ I did not know what the 
words vicarious and substitutional 
meant. I did not know theolog- 
ical terms. I was an eleven-year- 
old country boy. All 1 knew was 
that God loved me and Jesus died 
for me and wanted to save me. I 
got to Him, and ever since that 
time I have been studying the 
wonders and the glory and the 
explanation of it. I did not un- 
derstand it then. You do not 
have to have much sense to be a 
Christian. (That ought to be a 
lot of comfort to some ef you!) 
Did you ever stop to think that 
you do not have to have much in 
your head to be a Christian? You 
just have to have a willing heart. 
You do not have to understand 
how food is digested to eat food 
and get nourishment. You do not 
have to understand how medicine 
cures. All you need to do is to 
get the medicine. You do not 
have to understand everything in 
the Bible. I have a lot of things 
I am going to ask Jesus about 
when I get to Heaven. There are 
somethings in the book of Revela- 
tion I have never quite under- 
stood. There are some. things in 
the book of Daniel that I have 
never quite understood.. There 
are some marvelous things all 
through the Bible that I have 
wondered about and prayed over. 
But there is one thing that is 
clear as the light of the clearest 
noonday, and that is the road to 
Heaven. That road is well-mark- 
ed. You do not have to miss it. 
There may be some mysteries con- 
nected with the road, but the 
road itself is clear and definite 
and you do not have to miss it. 
If you want to know how to go 
to Heaven—Jesus is the way. Do 
you want to know how to go to 
Heaven? If you do, cofhe to 


Jesus and trust Him—that is.all. 
Do you want to know how to be 
saved? Look to Jesus to save you 
—that is all. 
Just as I arm, without one plea, 
But that Thy blood was sila 
for me, 


And that Thou bidd’st me come 
to Thee, 
O Lamb of God, I come! I come! 


Listen! I have never seen a 
man lost because of his inability 
to understand. You talk about 
“honest doubters.” Jesus Christ 
settled that question forever. He 
said, “If any man will do his will, 
he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God or whether 
I speak of myself.” 

Do you know what the trouble 
with you is? You are not willing 
to pay the price. It is not a 
popular thing to be a Christian. 
There never has been a time since 
Jesus Christ died on Calvary when 
it has been a popular thing to be 
a Christian. It is not a popular 
thing in Chicago. Oh, it may be 
popular to be a church member, 
but it is not popular and never 
has been popular to be a Chris- 
tian. 

Not Popular to Be a Christian 

I remember when I started in 
the ministry. a young man 
said, Bob, are you going to be a 
preacher ?” 

I answered, “Yes.” 

“Are you going to preach the 
truth?” he asked. 

I said, “If I know it.” 

He said, “You won't be 
lar.” 


I said, “What are the smiles of 
men worth? They will vanish like 
morning clouds and float away 
like buvbles on the screen.”’ 

What does it matter what the 
world thinks of you? What does 
it matter? You live today; to- 
morrow you die; the next day you 
are buried; the next day you are 
forgotten. Listen! Isn’t a man 
a tool who would go back on God 
for the smiles of a world that 
would not miss him if he were 
dead? 

Popularity! Somebody said to 
me about a certain man: “He 
hasn't an enemy on earth.”’ 

] said, “He is no good!” 

You cannot move without pro- 
ducing friction, and you Cannot 
stand for Jesus Christ without 
producing friction. The world 
was not against Jesus Christ be- 
cause He was bad. The world was 
against Him because He was good 
and the world was bad. People 
tried to make Him bad and drag 
Him to the low level on which 
they lived. And when He was 
tried in court the judge said, “‘] 
can't find anything against Him.” 
Because they could not find any- 
thing against Him they put Him 
on a cross. The world is against 
everybody who lines up on the 
side of Jesus Christ. 

I was talking to my banker, a 
fine Christian man, the other day. 
He said, “Dr. Bob, why is it that 
some people will curse a good 
Christian college like Bob Jones 
college and other Christian col- 
leges? Why are people against 
them? The young people in them 
are decent, clean and fine. They 
do not drink and smoke and gam- 
ble and,swear. Why onyearth are 
people against Christian  col- 
leges ?” 

I said, “Brother, the devil is not 
against a bank. The devil is not 
against a grocery store. The devil 
is not against a dry goods store. 
The devil is against a Christian 
testimony. If you were to put a

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sign out im front of this bank 
which would say to this wicked 
world, ‘This bank stands without 
apology for the blood of Jesus 
Christ.

The moment you step over on 
the side of Jesus Christ, that 
moment you line up wicked men 
against you.

I remember a woman in the 
South once said to me, “Mr. Jones, 
I have such a lovely daughter. 
She is very popular. I1 do not 
know why she is. so popular.” I 
did not tell her that I did not 
understand it either—I had al- 
ready seen her! I could not figure 
it out! 

The meeting we were m went 
on for a few days, and ome day 
the mother of that very popular 
gir] came to the front, She found 
God. After she found God she 
looked up to me and said, “I 
want you to help me save my 
daughter. I must get her con- 
verted.” I could not resist the 
impulse; I said, “You have been 
ambitious for her worldly posi- 
tion. You have pushed her into 
society. You have pushed her so 
far that I am afraid we cannot 
reach her.” 

The campaign closed and the 
girl was left in her worldliness 
and frivolity without God. Two 
years later I lectured in a town 
near there. When I came from 
the stage in the opera house a 
girl with a prematurely old face— 
the kind of face that a girl should 
not have, a face that was tired 
and worldly and worn and un- 
happy—came down the aisle. She 
sdid to me, “Do you remember 
me?” 

I said, “Why, yes, Miss Annie. 
How are you getting along?” 

“Oh,” she said, “just the Same,” 

“Are you still a sinner?” 

“Yes, I suppose I am a hope- 
less case.” 

There are mothers in Chicago 
who would rather see their daugh- 
ters popular in society than to see 
them have front seats in Heaven. 
The reason some folks do not 
walk with Jesus Christ is that 
they would rather travel with the 
crowd. 

One day a woman said to me, 
“IT would like to be a Christian, 
but if I were to come down the 
aisle of this tabernacle and take 
a stand and accept Jesus Christ, 
I would have to give up my 
crowd,” 

I said, “No, you wouldn’t.” 

“Oh,” she said, “I would.” 

I said, “No, you would not. If 
you were to walk down this aisle 
and take Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour and come out on His side 
without any apology, that godless, 
good-for-nothing, frivolous gang 
would give you up and save you 
the trouble.” You do not have to 
give the world up; the world drops 
you when you step on Jesus’ side. 
But I would rather be with Him 
who is not so fickle. I would 
rather walk alone with Him than 
to travel with the crowd to Hell!

Memory Is Short 

I have seen in my lifetime the 
men whose names have been fam- 
ous in my day. I remember when 
I was a boy we heard one day 
about William Jennings Bryan’s 
capturing a convention. Not long 
ago I was in Washington and went

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out to the cemetery where the 
dust of Bryan sleeps. The man 
at the cemetery told me that more 
people ask for Bryan’s grave than 
any grave in the cemetery except 
the grave of the Unknown Soldier. 
I have seen him still the thou- 
sands with his eloquence. I saw 
him in New York during the last 
Democratic convention he ever 
attended. I sat in the gallery 
amid hissing, mocking hoodlums 
when they said, “The old man has 
reached the age of toothless senil- 
ity.” I saw him stand there and 
with eloquence I had rarely ever 
heard hush that crowd inte silence 
and respect, 

But William Jennings Bryan is 
dead and sleeps the sleep of death 
in a silent tomb. He used te stir 
the hearts of millions. But how 
leng has it been since you thought 
of him? When did you ever think 
of Bryan? He has been dead only 
a few years. 

I could mention others. I could 
talk to you about William McKin- 
ley. I was in Ohio recently in his 
home city. I said to somebody, 
“How long:has it been since you 
thought of McKinley?” I remem- 
ber when he died. I was a country 
boy in Alabama. I remember how 
we unfurled the flag and how we 
wept to think a good president 
was dead. When did you think 
of him? He has been dead a lit- 
tle while, but when did you think 
of him? 

Let’s call the roll of others. 
There was Teddy Roosevelt, the 
“irresistible Teddy,” -the “Big- 
Stick Teddy,” that man who shook 
a continent when he walked! But 
he is dead. He died from an in- 
fection and sleeps the sleep of 
death with other teeming millions 
who used to live, too. When did 
you ever think of him? 

Think of Woodrow Wilson, who 
for a little while probably rose to 
higher heights of fame than any 
man in human history. For a lit- 
tle season the name of Woodrow 
Wilson stirred hope in the hearts 
of men as few names have ever 
stirred hope. I was in Washing- 
ton recently and visited the cathe- 
dral. I said, “Oh, this is his 
tomb.” 

They said, “No, that is not his 
tomb. That is just a marker on 
his grave. He is buried in a secret 
place of the cathedral. He is not 
here; that is just a marker.” 

Wilson is dead. When did you 
think of him last? 

I could call the roll of others. 
Think of Franklin Roosevelt, the 
man who we said was indispens- 
able; the man we said the world 
eould not run without. He died. 
You can hear his voice now in 
memory saying, “My Friends... .” 
He was the man who seemed un- 
beatable, and yet he is dead, You 
do not think of him very often 
now. In a few years you will not 
think of him at all. 

Homer Rodehaver told me the 
other day, “Bob, it is the strang- 
est thing in the world; I can go 
into high schools in this country 
and ask the students in those 
schools, ‘How many of you ever 
heard of Billy Sunday,’ and 
scores and scores of them never 
even heard of Billy Sunday, that 
man whose name in the religious 
world was a household word in 
this country.” 

Listen! . People will not remem- 
ber you until you get cold! If 
you died tonight, in thirty-six 
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hours we would put you to bed 
with a shovel and cover you up 
with dirt and forget you. And 
yet some of you here tonight will 
turn your back on Jesus Christ 
for a world like that. 

Do you know why you do not 
go with Him? You do not want 
to give up sin. 

Now get this straight: giving 
up sin: never saved anybody. Sins 
are simply limbs on. the tree of 
sin. Sawing off limbs does not 
get rid of the tree of sin. Quitting 
a bad habit does not save a sin- 
ner. It is not what you give up 
that saves you; it is what you 
get when you take Jesus that 
saves you. It is not giving up 
something; it is getting something 
that saves people. Get that 
straight! 


Christ Must Be First 

But at the same time remember 
that you cannot have Jesus Christ 
as long as you have a sin you 
had rather have than to have 
Him, Il am sick and tired of 
this superficial sort of Christian- 
ity we have in this country! If 
you want Jesus Christ, you must 
want Him more than you want 
anything or you will not have 
Him! You cannot have anything 
in preference to Him. “Thou 
shalt have no other gods before 
me.” Your god is the thing that 
is first in your life. If you have 
something else that is first, you 
cannot have Jesus. You must put 
Him first. You will notice that 
the Scripture did not say, “You 
must not have a bad god.” You 
must not have any god, not even 
a good god. If your church is 
first with you, you are a sinner. 
If your lodge is first with yo 
you are a sinner. If your wite 
is first, you are a sinner. If your 
baby is first, you are a sinner. 
The only man who is a real saint 
is the man who puts Jesus first. 
JESUS FIRST!

Down the aisles 
the people began to come after 
her. I went and sat down by her. 
She was crying the biggest tears, 
I think, I ever saw. I said, “Do 
you want to be saved ?”’ 

She said, “Mr. Jones, I-—I— 
don’t see any harm in dancing.” 

I said, “I haven’t said a word 
about dancing. You ought to 
trust Jesus.”

His clothes 
were ragged. His body was ver- 
min infested and dirty. 

I am always happy to see an old 
bum saved, but I am so glad God 
saved me before I got to be a 
bum. And I am going to be hon- 
est with you: it was never easy 
for me to put my arm around a 
dirty person. I think there is a 
lot of good, old-time religion in a 
soap and rag. The first thing any 


bum in this town who is convert- 
ed will do ig to take a bath. I 
haven’t any confidence in any 
man’s Christianity who does not 
take a bath when he ought to 
have it. 

The old dirty, filthy bum knelt 
at the front; and I thought, “I 
could have been just like him if 
my father had not taken me to 
a revival when I was eleven years 
old.” 


There were a lot of nice, decent 
people kneeling, too; but I went 
over and put my arm around the 
old bum and said, “Do you want 
to be zaved?” 


I can see him now as he looked 
out of those bleared, bloody eyes 
and said, “Do you think Jesus 
could do anything for me?” 

I said, “Yes, sir, Jesus can save 
you.” 

“Well,” he said, “you s-s-ee I- 
I’m an old drunkard.” 

I said, “Jesus can gave an old 
drunkard.” 


“Well,” he said, “You know, I’ve 
been a drunkard for thirty-seven 


years.” 
I said, “Jesus can save a man 
who has been a drunkard for 


thirty-seven years.” 

He said, “J—just a m-m-inute. 
I-I was thinking about it back 
there tonight when you were talk- 
ing.

who does not have gratitude; who 
does not have a happy, grateful 
heart. If you are not grateful, 
you are certainly poor indeed. The 
one who does not have gratitude 
does not have much of anything, 
and the things he does have he 
does not care about. 


There are men who have good 
wives who love them, and yet they 
are not thankful te God, There 
are men who have good, strong 
bodies and yet who are never 
grateful to God for them. What 
a sin that is! There are people 
who have families, people who 
have jobs, people who have good 
health, people who have friends, 
people who hear the gospel, peo- 
ple who have a chance to be saved, 
who do not have gratitude. 


Here are al' the glories of the 
sunset. But here is a man who is 
blind—-he does not have any sun- 
set. Here is a man who hears 
symphonic music, hears the har- 
mony of wonderful voices and in- 
struments. But here is another 
man who is deaf. It does not do 
him any good. So the man who is 
ingrateful is the man who does 
not have any blessings. He is the 
poorest mortal who ever lived. The 
Bible says, “forget not all his 
benefits.” David said to himself, 
‘Don’t you forget all the good 
things of God,’ and then went on 
to say, “Who forgiveth all thine 
iniquities; who healeth all thy dis- 
eases; who redeemeth thy life 
from destruction: who crowneth 
thee with lovingkindness and ten- 
der mercies.” Do not forget God’s 
mercy. Let us have a thankful 
heart. Memorial Day is a time 
to remember. 


It uséd to be a favorite fantasy, 
e little gesture, to send cards with 
forget-me-nots on them. Some- 
times that alone would be a greet- 
ing. Many times lovers have 
written in quotations at the bot- 
tem of their letters, alongside the 
little crosses that are meant to 
represent kisses, “Forget-me-not.” 
Se on Memorial Day people re- 
member their dead. Let us re- 
member Jesus Christ and remem- 
ber God’s mercies—-remember His 
blessings. 


Remember the Death of 
Christ 


Here is another thing to notice: 
we are to remember the death of 
Christ. Oh, that is one thing we 
ought never to forget. Does the 
Bible say that? Yes. Jesus said, 
when the little group had gathered 
together in that upper room and 
He gave them the Lord’s Supper, 
the memoi\:l supper: “This do in 
remembrance of me.” (I Cor. 
11:24). So everybody who ever 
takes the Lord’s Supper is guilty 
ot terrible sin—he eats and drinks 
to his own damnation, the Bible 
says—if he does not remember 
that Jesus died, that His body 
was broken, that His _ precious 
blood was poured out; if he does 
not feel, “This grapejuice pictures 
the blood of the Saviour; _ this 
bread pictures His broken body.” 
Oh, remember the death of the 
Saviour! It is significant that one 
of the ordinances, one of the pic- 
tures, one of the two object lessons 
the Lord gave to the church has 
in particular to do with the broken 
body and the shed blood. There is 
no Christianity without a crucified 
Christ. Our friends of one sect 
say that the blood of Jesus Christ 
was no more efficacious when it 
was poured out on Calvary than 
it was when # was in His veins. 
They forget that’ the Bible ex- 
pressly says, “... without shedding 
of blood is no remission” of sins— 
not blood in the veins of the God- 


man, but blood poured out before [ 


God as a sacrifice as an atone- 
ment for man’s sins. Do not for- 
get the blood! If next Sunday 
you and your little church gather 
together and pass the cup, look 
down on that blood-red grape- 
juice and say, “The precious blood 
of Christ was poured out for me. 
The precious blood! Oh, may I nev- 
er, never forget it! Jesus said, 
‘This do in remembrance of me. and

Remember Christ’s Wonder- 
ful Resurrection 


Another ordinance that the 
Lord gave us as a constant re- 
minder is of His burial and resur- 
rection. We are told in I. Corin- 
thians 15:3-4: “For I delivered un- 
to you first of al] that which I 
also received, how that Christ died 
for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures; And that he was buried, 
and that he rose again the third 
day according to the scripture.” 


Baptism is a reminder of. that 
burial and resurrection. Nobody 
should be baptized until he has 


been saved. That is making a lie 
out of a most holy thing. That 
is saying something he does not 


mean. But after one has trusted 
Christ, he ought to follow the 
Lord in baptism. The Scripture 


says in the sixth chapter of Ro- 
mans that we are buried in the 
likeness of his death and raised 
in the likeness of his resurrection. 
Let us forget for a moment any 
differences of opinion akout the 
method of baptism. I am not dis- 
cussing that. I want you to see 
what Jesus said. When you are 
baptized, you should say, ‘“‘We are 
burying this old sinner. He is 
dead.” You should raise up out of 
that watery grave to say, “Jesus 
arose from the dead and I am

raised up to live a new life.” The 
Scripture says, “Therefore we are 
buried with him by baptism into 
death: that Christ 
raised up from the dead by the

also should walk in newness of life. 
For if we have been planted to 
gether in the likeness of his death, 
we shall be also in the likeness of 
his resurrection.”

Every word I can hear about some 
of those saints of God who used 
to win thousands, I treasure. So 
it ought to be about the Lord 
Jesus. We ought to remember 
the words of the Lord Jesus. 

I remember my mother. It 
geems remarkable to me as I look 
back that I should remember 
scme of the songs my mother 
Bang. How — treasure them! I 
remember some of the things 
about her looks. I remember so 
well how she used to churn with 
an old dasher churn and keep time 
as she sang, 

I'm glad salvation’s free

I remember the last words my 
mother said as she lay dying. I 
can quote them, I think, word 
for word. I remember her skin, 
so transparent and pale. I re- 
member her big eyes, her long, 
black braided hair which lay on 
her pillow beside her when she 
folder her arms and went to sleep 
in Jesus. Everything I remember 
about my mother, I treasure. 

A year or two ago my sister 
wanted to give me a present for 
my birthday. Do you know what 
She did? She got a little picturé 
of my mother, had it’ enlarged .d 
framed.

If I treasure a word from a moth- 
er who has been these forty odd 
years in Heaven,. shouldn’t I 
treasure every word of the Lord 
Jesus?

But I thank God that 
I love the Word. I wish I loved 
it better. But I tell you the truth:

God or another, rise the prayers 
or meditations of religious man- 
kind. ... 

“prayer is a discipline which 
requires the whoie aitention of 
the mind and heart. Its quality 
varies with ine quality of the in- 
diviaual’s faith. ... 

“Prayer is almost impossible, to 
be sure, without a primary con- 
viction; you must beueve tnat the 
God you are addressing exists. It 
further assumes that man can 
communicate with Him. Given a 
conviction on both those scores, 
the question, ‘Why pray ?’ becomes 
rather, ‘Why ‘not?’ ” 

Man’s Inability Calls for 

Prayer 

We must rea...c our inability, 
to learn God's ability in doing the 
the impossible today. Today (in 
our churches, five percent of re- 
ported memvers ao not eixst, ten 
per cent cannot be found, twenty 
percent never pray, twenty-five 
percent never read the Bible, 
thirty percent never attend church 
services, forty percent never give 
to any cause, fifty percent never 
go to Sunday School, sixty per- 
cent never go to church On »un- 
day night, seventy percent never 
give to missions, sevemty-live per- 
cent never engage in any church 
activity, eighty per cent never at- 
tend the prayer meeting, ninety 
percent never Rave family worship 
in the home and ninety-five per- 
cent never win a soul to Jesus 
Christ! We cannot correct this 
situation except by God’s mighty 
power, but in this darkened day 
God can do it only if we will allow 
Him the opportunity. 

Our little hands will never stop 
the rushing flow of juvenile de- 
linquency; our puny strength will 
never be able to stem the tide of 
sin in the homes of today; our 
strength will never be able to 
stay the flood of skepticism, but 
God can do it! Our inability steps 
aside for God’s ability, and we 
watch for miracles. 

Eloquent Chrysostom from yes- 
terday’s wisdom reminds us, “The 
potency of prayer has subdued the 
strength of fire. It has bridied 
the rage of lions, hushed anarchy 
to rest, extinguished wars, ap- 
peased the elements, burst the 
chains of death, expanded the 
gates of heaven, assuaged di- 
sease, repelled frauds, rescued 
cities from destruction, stayed the 
sun in its course and arrested the 
progress of the thunderbolt. Pray- 
er is an all efficient panoply, a 
treasure undiminished, a mine 
which is never exhausted, a sky 
unobscureg by clouds, a heaven 
unruffled by the storm; it is the 
root, the fountain, the mother of 
a thousand blessings.” 

In the language of this day, 
prayer is Hea ’s latch-string. In 
the hills of the great southliand, 
we see latch-strings hanging out 
through a hole in the door in 
many mountain cottages. As you 
pull that little rope it lifts the 
latch on the inside. There is no 
other lock. There is no other 
handle. However, if the people do 
not want guests, they merely pull 
the rope through the hole in the 
door. If the latch string is hanging 
out, the door is open to all in 
hearty welcome. So God’s latch 
string is always hanging within 
the reach of faith. Prayer is verily 
Heaven’s latch string. Thus the 
inability of man can appropriate 
the ability of God by pulling the 
latch-string of prayer. 

Because of the inability of man 
the responsibility of praye, is 
great upon the hearts of those 
who believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Anyone who has a vision Of 
the need of the day will become a 
person of prayer. Look upon the 
multitudes rushing on into eterna] 
judgment; see how many in the 
church have only “name faith” in 
Jesus Chirst, estimate how many 
never open the old fashioned Bible 
or never bend the knee to Christ. 
Consider the average man who 
seldom thinks of the things of 
God. As we view the cesspools of 
sin in this darkened age the re- 
sponsibility of prayer is heavy 
upon us. 

When General Grant, that fa- 
mous old man of war, lay slowly 
dying of cancer at Mt. McGregor, 
he was visited by an esteemed 


friend, General Howard. Howard 
was commending Grant on his 
great military exploits in preserv- 
ing the Union, but Grant waved it 
all aside and (knowing thatt he pi- 
ety of Howard was as genuine as 
his valor) said, “Howard, tell me 
more about prayer.” Men of great 
military genius who realize a re- 
sponsibility beyond even military 
source, are turning to the wonder- 
ful ability of God. 


Questions About Prayer 

A great number of young men 
and women have asked scores of 
questions ‘concering prayer as I 
have dealt with them personally 
m various states across the land. 
Some of them have asked, “If 
God is willing to answer prayer, 
why must we continue persistently 
and beseechingly to pray?” ‘The 
Bible urges that we be importun- 
ate in our prayer unto God, in- 
sisting upon the “bread” that He 
will give. He wants to know that 
the heart is earnest in its request 
and He will grant according to 
the earnestness of the heart. Fa- 
mous Bunyan once said, “Better 
that your heart have no words 
than that your words “have no 
heart.” God is looking for a heart- 
longing in our lives today. A mere 
statement, cold, intellectual, is not 
enough, but a longing warm de- 
Sire is pleasing unto God. 

Other young people have asked, 
“If God knows what we need, why 
tell Him?” We answer: even 
though a father knows the need of 
the child he welcomes the be- 
seeching child. How much more 
joy there is when the father has 
the opportunity to give unto the 
child the desire of the heart. Some- 
times the parent cannot force up- 
on the unwilling child that which 
he needs. When God sees His 
child believing for an answer, God 
wil provide in a wonderful way. 


Other young people in colleges, 
high schools and youth rallies 
across the nation have asked, “If 
we are not Christians, can we 
pray and expect an answer from 
God when we do pray?” Yes, you 
can pray if first you acknowledge 
Christ Jesus as your Saviour. You 
must believe on Him first. You 
have no access to the Father ex- 
cept through the Son. There is no 
way of praying except in Jesus’ 
name. He is the Mediator, the 
Intercessor. He is our Attorney 
at the bar of God’s justice. There- 
fore when we pray im His name we 
come with authority to the throne 
of power. Consequently God can 
answer in Jesus’ name. 


The position of prayer is at the 
foot of the cross. The posture of 
prayer is humility of heart and, 
if possible, of body. The power of 
prayer is faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the person of prayer, 
of course, is Christ Himself. 


Real Faith Must Call on God 


I speak particularly now of our 
faith in relation to prayer. I would 
like to mention the ‘ASKABILITY’ 
of faith, (if I might coin the 
word). I want to say that God ex- 
pects us to ask. If we will ask, 
God will answer. Alj the mighty 
men of God since the dawn of 
time who have shaken the king- 
doms of darkness have been men 
of prayer. There is nothing at all 
that the sinner sO much dreads 
and in which the saint so much 
delights as to be alone with God. 
You know prayer transforms mere 
men into spiritual giants and I’m 
surprised as I read history and 
read of the askability of the men 
of yesterday and the tremendous 
answers that God was able to give 
them. 

Look at Baxter who lay upon 
his knees and stained his study 
walls with praying breath earnest- 
ly seeking God’s face until He 
sent a river of living water over 
Kidderminster and converted hun- 
dreds to Jesus Christ. Luther, with 
his great askability, knelt with 
his cohorts in mighty pleadings 
to break the spell of the ages 
and lay nations at the foot of 
the cross. John Knox knew the 
askability of faith for he stirred 
all Scotland with his cry “Give me 
Scotland or I'll. die,” terrifying 
tyrants with his praying! I en- 
joy reading of the askability of 
Whitfield, who, from his prayer 
closet, went to the fair and drew 
more than a thousand in a day 
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out of sin unto the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

NOTE the remarkable askabili- 
ty of faith in the lifteq hands 
of great Wesley; the pleading of 
Bramwell; the words of praying 


Hyde, the burning petitions of 
Stoner, Smith, Carvosso, Finney, 
Fox, Edwards and _ yesterday’s 
many giants of prayer! 


It is our responsibility to really 
pray. God commands it; God ex- 
plains it; God illusrtates it; God 
prompts it; God expects it; God 
hears it and God answer it. Pray- 
er brings peace in adversity, se- 
curity during danger, joy in 
trouble and faith im dense dark- 
ness. You know if you tell your 
troubles to God you will soon 
have joys to tell to people, so pray. 
God awaits it. The askability of 
faith will bring termendous bless- 
ing. God can answer. 


Prayer in the Bible 

Look at the word of God in 
I Cor. 7:5, “Give yourself to 
prayer’; In Eph, 6:18, “Praying 
always”; In Acts 1:14, “They con- 
tinued in prayer’; and the in- 
junction of Col. 4:2, “Continue in 
prayer and watch” Je crisis is 
acute; the danger is imminent; 
the only answer in our day for 
the heart is revival power from 
God’s hand and the only means is 
prayer. The book says, “In every- 
thing, by prayer, let your requests 
be made known unto God”; (Phil. 
4:6). Abraham prayed for mercy 
on Sodom and God spared. David 
asked for blessings on his house. 
Elijah prayed for the widow's 
son’s restoration: Elisha for 4a 
double portion of Elijah’s spower; 
Ezekiel for his people; Habakkuk 
prayed for a national revival; 
Hannah ‘for the gift of a son; 
Jeremiah for provision and com- 
fort; Jonah for deliverance from 
the great fish; Manoah for guid- 


ance in training his young son 
Samson. Samson prayed for 
physical strength; Solomon for 


wisdom to govern for God. 

In the New Testament: the 
apostles prayed for faith; Barti- 
maeus foresight; the father of the 
lunatic for his son’s health; Jairus 
for his little daughter; the cen- 
turion for his servant; the lepers 


for cleansing; the prodigal for 
forgiveness. Their askability of 
of faith always met with the 


wonderful ANSWERABILITY of 
God. The promise of God is, “Ask 
and ye shall receive,” and then 
the chiding of God is, “Ye have 
not because ye ask not,” 
when you do ask) “you ask amiss 
to consume it upon your own de- 
sires.” Our asking should be ac- 
cording to God’s plan so that we 
might know the tremendous an- 
swerability of God. 
The “Answerability” of God 
Wesley’s young preachers pray- 
€d six hours a day and now there 
are more than six million fol- 
lowers, largely needing to get back 
to the place of Wesley’s prayer 
time. Jonathan Edwards preached 
a sermon “Sinners in the Hands 
of an Angry God” and over five 
hundred came seeking the Lord 
Jesus Christ simply because his

It your ‘prayer-life’ is full, your 
‘worry life’ will be empty; for the 
Book reminds us, “In nothing be 
anxious, but in everything by pray- 
er and supplication with Thanks- 
giving let your requests be made 
known unto God, and the peace of 
God which passeth al] understand- 
ing, shall keep your hearts and 
minds through Christ Jesus.” 


Joshua saw the answerability of 
God when the Jordan held back 
its waters. Moses saw the answer- 
ability of God when the Red 
Se, became dry land for the foot- 
step of his people. Daniel saw the 
answerabiilty of God when he 
eould decipher the prophecies that 
oniy God could explain. 

In like measure (in this day 
and time) we can see the answer- 
ability of God. In relation to our 
boys and girls and the great youth 
problem in our cities of sin, the 
answerability of God is the only 
polution. God alone can meet the 
meed of these hungry young people 
who know not the way of truth. 
The answerability of God may be 
ours in relation to our families if 
there are problems and burdens 
end hardships and heartaches in 
the home.

@gain, the prayer of simple faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ can bring 
forth the answer of a mighty God 
transforming you from a sinner 
into a saint; out of darkness into 
His marvelous light: from under 
the load of sin unto the joy and 
peace which comes in His power. 
Man has the need; God has the 
answer. Prayer is the link which 
brings the two together. By faith 
we pray. By power He answers. 
The solution is ours through the 
Lord Jesus Christ.

When Benjamin Franklin 
Called the Constitutional 


Convention to Prayer 


Life’s editors give the follow- 
fe historic account. “During an 
impasse at the Constitutional Con- 
vention in June, 1787, Benjamin 
Franklin addresed the chairman 
George Washington) as follows: 
‘The small progress-we have made 
»-. is, methinks, a melaricholy

lived, sir, a long time; and the 
longer I live, the more convincing 
proofs I see of this truth, that 
GOD governs in the affairs of 
men. And if a sparrow cannot fall 
to the ground without Hig notice, 
ig it probable that an empire can 
rise without His aid? We have 
been assured, sir, in the Sacred 
Writings, that “except the Lord 
build the House, they labor in 
vain that build it.” I firmly be- 
lieve this; and I also believe, that, 
without His concurring aid, we 
shall succeed in this political 
building no better than the build- 
ers Of Babel.’ Franklin then mov- 
ed that daily prayers be offered 
before the Assembly again got 
down to business. The motion was 
lost, but not because these men did 
not believe in prayer. To avoid 
sectarian controversy and for oth- 
er practical reasons, they prefer- 
red to pray im private. But they 
prayed. 


“There is no human calculus of 
the effectiveness of prayer. Today 
Congress opens every session with 
a prayer. Its sessions may be no 
very persuasive testimonia] to the 
pratcice, but perhaps that only 
means that too few congressmen 
really pray. Judging by the large 
number of homes in which grace is 
said at-meals, the habit of prayer 
is probably commoner among av- 
erage Americans than their lead- 
ers sometimes suppose. At the 
United Nations sessions there are 
no prayers at all. Granted the 
problem of interfaith etiquette, 
can anyone think prayers are not 
needed there ? 

“The true Christian does not 
measure his praying by its visible 
results. Jesus’ promise is enough: 
‘Lo, I am with you always, even 
unto the end of the world.’: From 
his confidence in that promise 
comes the Chirstian’s strength and 
the reason why he prays. Whether 
his prayer is joyful or desperate, 
it always gives him more certain- 
ty about what is right and what is 
wrong. No world-made trouble, not 
even today’s, can resistt he moral 
analysis of Chirstian prayer. It is 
a thought for all who are troubled, 
including statesmen.” 

The tiny girl loved her grand- 
father’s beautiful garden, every 
one of the perfect roses that he 
so carefully tended day by day. 
They had one favorite rose still in 
the bud. They were waiting pa- 
tiently to see it im full bloom 
when one day the. grandfather 
came out to look at the choice 
rose only to find it torn open with 
all of the soft petals broken and 
pressed back until the inside was 
bare to the sun. 

The grandfather asked the little 
girl, “What happened to the rose, 
darling?” The little girl said, 
“Grandpa, I couldn’t wait any 
longer so I BLOSSOMED IT MY- 
SELF.” 

She had tried to do with her 
tiny little fingers and her imma- 
ture mind what only God could 
have done to bring forth into full 
blossom the beauty of a complet- 
ed rose. Adults make the same 
mistake in the spiritual realm. We 
try to do what only God can do. 
The inability of man is often 
forgotten. God has said, “Not by 
might nor by power, but by my 
spirit saith the Lord.” 

Again, I repeat it for your heart, 
the askability of faith wil] prove 
the answerability of Almighty 
God.

One God In 
One Book 


By Rev. Bob Jones, Jr., D.D., LL.D. 
Rather frequently you hear 
someone say, “I believe in the 
teachings of Jesus, but I cannot 
accept the inspiration of the Old 
Testament. I believe in the sort 
of life which Jesus lived and in 
God as He revealeq Him, but I 
cannot believe in the cruel God of 
the Old Testament. The New Test- 
ament I will accept, but I cannot 
accept the Old.” Actually, the man 
who makes this statement knows 
very little about God at all. The 
God of the Old Testament and 
the God of the New is one God. 
Jesus Christ, the only begotten 
Son of God-——God incarnate in the 
flesh—-is Himself the Creator of 
the universe; for we are told that 
“all things were made by Him; 
and without Him was not any thing 
made that was made” ((John 1: 
3). He declares, “I and My Father 
are One” (John 10:30); “he that 
hath seen Me hath seen the Fath- 
er” (John 14:9)... He identifies 
Himself very clearly with the 
Eeternal God, the God of both the 
Old and the New Testament, when 
He declares “Before Abraham 
was, I am” (John 8:58). 
God is eternal and unchanging, 
“the same yesterday, and today, 
and forever” (Hebrews 13:8). He 
is a God of infinite majesty, in- 
finite justice, infinite purity, in- 
finite love. A parent may mani- 
fest his love for a child in dis- 
cipline ang restraint and punish- 
ment as defiintely as he does by 
caress and affection and tender 
speeches. In the Old Testament, 
God gives men laws which are as 
much an evidence of His love for 
men ag the grace which He mani- 
fests in the death of the Lord 
Jesus in the New. 


Suppose a father, knowing that 
river is turbulent and dangerous 
and full of whirlpools, says to his 
son, “You must not swim here.” 
He forbids his son to swim in the 
river because he knows the dan- 
gers that are there; but when the 
son, disobedient to his father’s 


sucked down by the whirlpool] and 
is at the point of drowning, the 
father leaps in and at the risk of 
his own life saves his son. So God 
establishes in the Old Testament 
His law for the good of the creat- 
ures which He has made; but 
when they, disobedient, violate His 
law and are thereby lost and un- 
done, He comes in the Person of 
the Saviour, that on the cross He 
may rescue them from death and 
sin. 

No, there is no difference be- 
tween the God of the Old Testa- 
ment and the God of the New. He 
is One. The man who says, “I don’t 
accept the God of the Old Testa- 
ment, but I believe in the God 
of Jesus,” shows that he knows 
nothing at all about either Jesus 
Christ or His Father. Our Lord 
Himself said this of those who re- 
fused to accept the words of Moses 
in the Old Testament: “If ye be- 
lieve not his writings, how shall ye 
believe My Words?” (John 5:47.) 
The man who rejects Moses’ testi- 
mony of God cannot accept the 
revelation of God in Christ Jesus, 
for Christ is the God about whom 
Moses wrote.
